Senators Walsh and Coolidge of 
Massachusetts present Petition 
With 673,586 Names—K. of C.

Washington—A petition bearing 
the signatures of 673,586 residents 
of Massachusetts, vigorously pro- 
testing against any action looking 
toward the recognition of Soviet 
Russia, was presented to President 
Roosevelt, by United States Sena- 
tors David I. Walsh and Marcus A. 
Coolidge. 

The number of signatures, Sena- 
tor Walsh said, made the petition 
one of the longest ever taken to the 
White House. 


Organizations and individuals in 
various parts of the country have 
sent protests against the proposal 
to accord diplomatic recognition to 
the Communist regime in Russia, 
Notable among them was a resolu- 
tion drafted by the Long Island 
Chapter, Knights of Columbus, rep- 
resenting 25,000 members. 


Action By K. of C. 


The K. of C. resolution denoune- 
ed Communism as “designed to de- 
stroy Christian civilization” and as 
“the greatest menace facing the 
world today.” It assailed the pres- 
ent government in Russia, which, 
it said, “has attempted by the vil- 
est forms of cruelty and the most 
frightful slaughter of human lives, 
to destroy the religion of the peo- 
ple, their homes and their family 
life, the sacred possessions of hu- 
manity, and it has boasted of deter- 
mination to carry its plans into 
execution throughout the world.”

OUR SAVIOR, ABOVE ALL MEN 


EXEMPLIFIED SPORTSMANSHIP 


By the Rev. Edward V. Dailey, Our Lady of Mercy Church, Chicago. 


VERYONE admires a_ good 

sport. However, to the victor 
belong the spoils. Truly enough, 
he scintillates before the grand- 
stands amid thunderous applause. 
He skyrockets through life with 
the lion’s share of praise. He is 
written about, cheered about and 
courted until some new human 
meteor eclipses the lustre of his 
star. 


That is natural. Sparkle and 
brilliance, necessarily, force them- 
selves upon the eye. The elements, 
that make the spectacle possible, 
are unnoticed. The losers are like 
exploded Roman candles lying in- 
gloriously in the gutter. Their 
charred hulks contained the chemi- 
cals that emblazoned the sky with 
light. They were background for 
brilliance, very much like losers. 


But anyone who has exchanged 
blow for blow in the game of liv- 
ing must admire a good loser. It 
is easy enough to occupy victorious 
headlines, but hard to be number- 
ed among the dead in life’s various 
obituary columns. [It is the es- 
sence of heroism to stand squarely 
under defeat. That is real sports- 
manship. Smiling through vic- 
tory may be smug _ satisfaction, 
conceit or condescension. Smiling 
through defeat is pure unadulter- 
ated courage and a proof of a fine 
fighting heart. It takes no par- 
ticular moral backbone to weather 
storms of handshakes and slap- 
pings on the back. But the lonely, 
bitter feeling of a loser, that’s dif- 
ferent! The man or woman who 
is daily fighting through tremen- 
dous difficulties undaunted is more 
of a hero than Socrates who drank 
hemlock because he failed to see 
the gleams of victory on his hori- 
zon. 


There was One who above all 
men exemplified sportsmanship. It 
is not irreverent to say that Christ 
was the world’s greatest sports- 
man in the sense we have in mind. 
Think of His courage. 


He could have come to earth sur- 
rounded by armies, clothed in the 
splendid trappings of a king, hon- 
ored by the world for intellectual 
attainments, hailed as a great con- 
queror, worshipped as the worker 
of spectacular world-wide miracles, 


loved by everyone instead of by a 


few. He could have made himself 
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a universal success. Instead he 
chose a stable, flight, persecution, 
hatred, obscurity ‘and finally dere- 
liction. From Gethsemane to Cal- 
vary there was utter failure, but 
because He drained the cup of sor- 
row unflinchingly, it was a world- 
wide victory. It was Redemption. 

No heart can fail to quiver with 
admiration at the foot of the cross. 
The terrific sorrow of the God- 
Man, the frightful laceration of 
His body, the wrenched, bleeding, 
pitiable spectacle of the slaughter- 
ed Lamb of God. You would think 
God Almighty had had enough and 
that He would call on His angels to 
annihilate the execrable mob. In- 
stead, He gasps out: 

“Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” 


That was sportsmanship, infinite, 
divine sportsmanship. 

For us it is an undying example. 
It may be a game, it may be the 
grind of life, you may be lying 
prostrate “amid the dust of the 
mounded years.” Nevertheless, you 
are never the loser when you can 
face apparent failure with a stout 
heart. 

The classical example of Job is 
noteworthy. God Almighty put 
public approval on his unflagging 
spirit. He could smile when noth- 
ing remained for him but bitter 
memories of his past riches. The 
missionaries, like the Jesuits of 
North America, modern saints like 
Therese, the unknown heroes and 
heroines of every-day life are con- 
tinually receiving that seal of God 
on their work. 

He gazes down at them from the 
Cross, which is the symbol of suf- 
fering, the tree which blossomed 
forth a Savior, in whose branches 
was born Divine Sportsmanship.

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Salutary Thoughts 
for Good Friday 


HE solemnity of tne hour so 

floods the mind with salutary 
thoughts that one makes a selec- 
tion with difficulty. On the occa- 
sion of the death of a prominent 
personage, it is customary to re- 
view his life in eulogy. How diffi- 
cult would it be to review the life 
of Jesus with its admixture of sor- 
rows and joys, of defeats and vic- 
tories, of threats and promises? 
But an eulogy of Jesus would not 
consist so much in depicting His 
own personal experiences as the 
blessings which He came to bring 
to others. 


There is thought for a long 
meditaton in that title placed over 
His head on the cross, “Jesus of 
Nazareth, King of the Jews,” in- 
scribed in three languages. 


(1) The word Jesus means 
“Savior”. His enemies unconscious- 
ly ascribe to Him that office. It is 
a Savior and not a criminal Who 
hangs there. That name was given 
by Heaven; it was announced by 
an angel at His birth. St. Paul 
says it is a name above all names 


given by God; that at that name| 


every knee should bow. 


The angel declared that the Sa- 
vior would be “Christ the Lord”; 
therefore there is unconscious re- 
cognition of Christ’s divinity in 
that word. — 

(2) “Of Nazareth.” This little 
town has become a sacred shrine. 
[It was the home of Joseph and 
Mary; the place where the angel 
announced the Incarnation; has 
been the site of beautiful churches 
from the time of Constantine, 1600 
years ago. It was there that Jesus 
spent most of His life, the days of 
His childhood and His early man- 
hood, where He taught us by ex- 
ample for eighteen years. 


(3) “King of the Jews’: Given 
in mockery this title befits our 
Savior. He is a king, king of all 
the world, although His kingdom 
is not of this world. To honor that 
King the rocks were rent at His 
death, the veil of the temple torn 
in two, the dead came forth from 
their graves. That King overthrew 
Satan, liberated mankind from sla- 
very, opened Heaven to him and 
deserves credit for the Christian 
civilization of which our age has 
been wont to boast. 


Christ Was Cracified 
Nineteen Hundred 
Years Ago 


f blows our Lord received in 
the house of the High Priest 
inflicted injury on His sacred coun- 
tenance, in proportion to the vio- 
lence of each stroke. That face, so 


‘lexquisitely perfect in its linea- 


ments and complexion, is now 
bruised, discolored, and wholly dis- 
figured, so as to be well-nigh past 
recognition. The savage scourging 
with thongs had wrought in His 
entire Body as sad effects as the 
blows had caused on His holy face, 
with this terrible aggravation that 
the flesh was torn to shreds and 
its surface lined with streams of 
Blood. 


As His features had been wound- 
ed and marred by the hands that 
struck Him, so were His limbs 
almost paralyzed and disabled 
through pain. Each change of His 
vesture opened out anew the cruel 
wounds, so that our Lord’s Body 
presented the appearance of a form 
of mangled flesh. At length His 
tormentors, thirsting to complete 
His utter disfigurement, wove to- 
gether low down upon that noble 
brow the crown of thorns, forcing 
them on deeply into His forehead, 
that, as we may well believe, some 
of the points penetrated the eye- 
lids, whence issued streams of 
Blood. 


He Carries the Cross 


Then they laid the Cross upon 
His shoulders and led Him forth 
on His last sad journey, manifest- 
ing His disfigurements to every 
one in all their accumulation. He 
passed onward, and though still in 
the prime and vigor of His Man- 
hood, staggered, not only because 
of the burden that was laid upon 
Him, but by reason of the deadly 
weakness to which the merciless 
treatment He received had already 
reduced His mortal frame. His 
sacred limbs were stiffened by the 
partially dried sores left from the 
stripes; His breathing had grown 
labored, as the result of the in- 
juries done to His breast and 
shoulders. Thus did He proceed on 
His way more sick and maimed 
than any of those whom He had 
formerly cured, more “stricken by 
God” than the worst cases of in- 
firmity ever brought to Him for 
healing, until, no longer able te 
support the heaped-up agonies now 


‘ 


accumulating with every step, or 
the growing strain upon His al- 
ready over-taxed strength, His 
knees trembled beneath Him, and 
He fell three times, more utterly 
helpless than when as an Infant 
He had been encouraged to walk 
alone, or than would have been the 
very paralytics whom He so merci- 
fully healed, had they too been left 
unaided. 
Relieved of His Burden 

It was, however, evident at 
length that pain and exhaustion 
threatened to deprive His enemies 
of the fiendish satisfaction of sus- 
pending their Victim upon the in- 
famous gibbet prepared for Him; 
and so, to avoid this, they laid the 
Cross upon a stranger whom they 
met on the way coming up from 
the country. Relieved of His bur- 
den, our Lord was just able to pro- 
ceed, dragging after Him His tor- 
tured limbs, faltering in His gait, 
quivering in every nerve, a fearful 
tension racking every muscle of 
His Body. And in this condition it 
was that He reached the summit of 
the ascent. There, still further 
outrages were to be inflicted. Suf- 
fering and anguish distorted yet 
more that heavenly countenance, 
‘the limbs of which were now

PROTESTS CONTINUED 


The friendship of the Catholic 
Church ‘towards other religious 
groups is being evidenced, at this 
writing, by the participation by 
members of our faith, both clergy- 
men and laymen, in the many pro- 
tests which are being made nst 
the persecution of the Jews in 
Germany. In New York former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, with his 
usual candor, said that “the thing 
to do is to drag it (the persecution) 
out into the open and give it the 
same treatment we gave to the Ku 
Klux Klan.”

Big Issue of Federal Currency Is Linke? With 
Priest’s Radio Addresses Of Past Ye. Or More 
‘  _Priest Prepared Minds Of People For the 
Changes Under New Deal—Inflation 
Received Without Protest.

This article, reprinted from The 
Pittsburgh Catholic, will be of in- 
terest to our readers in connection 
with the recent events following 
Father Coughlin’s radio broadcast. 


Washington—Printing presses in 
the Federal building of Printing 
and Engraving in. this city were 
rolling out millions of dollars in 
new currency until they were or- 
dered stopped recently because no 
more of the new currency was 
needed. Streams of this new mon- 
ey are flowing from here to every 
city, town and hamlet in the coun- 
try. Statisticians of the curious 
turn of mind are engaged im figur- 
ing out how many times this spa- 
cious land of ours could be belted 


with the new dollars if laid end to 


end. 


In a word, Uncle Sam was busily 
engaged in the production of a 
huge mass of money, whose value 
reaches into billions. There is no 
protest raised against this tremen- 
dous inflation, this issuanee of what 
was once called fiat money. The 
financial lords who a year ago 
would have raged and called to 
high heaven against what they con- 
ceived to be such folly are as silent 
as the tomb. 


The United States, the land of 
the gold standard, views with quiet 
equanimity this gigantic process of 
currency expansion. Even the 
House of J. P. Morgan is strangely 
silent, instead of storming the cita- 
«cls of Congress in wrath, 

Vhat is the answer? Why only 
silence from the conservative citi- 
zens of the land, who might ordi- 
narily ce expected to raise their 
voices in protest against tampering 
with a monetary system that here- 
tofore has withstocd the shocks 
and quakes of a variable and emo- 
tional world? 


Here is the answer: A year ago 
a humble priest, speaking over the 
radio from the Shrine of the Little 
Flower in Royal Oak, Mich., 
brought to the attention of the 
country an idea that was then only 
a theory—the revaluation of the 
Gold Dollar. The capital letters 
convey the spirit of veneration in 
which the Gold Dol was then 
held.

| It is generally conceded that his 
was the only voice which preached 
this economic doctrine which was 
then so strange. And yet, before 
the nation realized it, the presses 
‘were turning out the very currency 
for which he called. 

The facts speak for themselves. 
But the inference should not be 
drawn too strongly. There is among 
Catholics little desire, and less need, 
for stressing Fr. Conghlin’s instru- 
mentality in formulating the poli- 
cies of the new Washington admin- 
istration. And it is admitted that 
it may be a mere coincidence that 
the Miehigan priest has advocated 
for years the very reforms in 
‘banking which have recently been 
enacted. 


Prepared U. 8S. for Move

It cannot be proved that because 
Fr.

By some personal gift 
of power he was able to popularize 
both academic and practical prob- 
lems, make clear the intricate 
financial mechanism of banking, 
treat of foreign loans, and, above 
all, present plainly the effect of all 
these manipulations on the pocket- 
book of the common man. 


When the banks finally closed, it 
appeared almost a preparatory 
move to the prophecy which he had 
voiced that “Mr. Roosevelt might 
lead us out of the desert of des- 
pair.” Father Coughlin’s advance 
acclaim of Roosevelt was in itself 
that of a modern John the Baptist, 
preparing the people for the in- 
augural which was to announce a 
new political dispensation.

Because I believe in the living 
of religion and in its practical ex- 
position in daily life, I am pre- 
suming to make a suggestion to 
vou, introduced by a leading ques- 
tion. 

Are you one of the headache 
sufferers? Women do experience 
this discomfort more than men, 
especially when they start to 
housecleaning or undertake any 


In the Review of Reviews, Mar- 
lise Johnston, in her survey-—““The 
Woman Out of Work’—tells us 
that in New York City girls, who 
are out of employment, sometimes 
ride the subways all night. She 
states: “You can stay on a subway 


indefinitely for a nickel, riding up | 


and down, back and forth, if you 
know the right places to change. 
It gets cold before morning, after 
the heat is turned off, and you get 
little sleep. But if you are wise 
you rest during the day (when you 
are not job hunting) in the lounges 
of department stores. 

“Some girls live in this preeari- 
ous way for weeks. Some hire out 
as domestic help for free room and 
board. Some go on the streets. 

“New York City knows all this, 
and its various social agencies are 
trying to do al] they can to care 
for the new poor among its 
younger generation—its “white- 
eollar gir|s.” 

These girls have hearts, souls 
and bodies, just like you who read 
and I who write. Pray for them

Raphael—Master Artistt

this great artist who was born in 
Urbino in 1483, and died in Rome 
in 1520, on the 6th of April. A 
coincidence that his birth and death 
occurred on the same day and in 
the same month, though with 
thirty-seven years intervening!

; These measures will assist you 
in the exercise of self-control in 
dealing with your children. Thev 
will sweeten your disposition and 
make you more pleasing to your 
husband when he returns at the 
end of a day spent in driving men- 
tal. or grinding physical labor for 
you and the little ones. It is no 
small responsibility to be at the 
head of a family at any time, but 
in this period of economic insta- 
bility, it is a terrible problem for 
many men to adequately meet. 

Peace, appreciation, and cheer- 
‘fulness are the rights to which the 
'bread-earner is entitled when he 
comes home for refueling of the 
spirit and refreshment of the body, 
after a hard day’s battling for the 
necessities of life. 

If he returns at dusk, he should 
be welcomed by the warm glow of 
a light, which rushes out to him 
through clean windows, with the 
shades undrawn. It is drab to walk 
into a dark house after you’ve been 
away from home all day long. And 
right here I am going to give you 
women a dig who prolong your 
bridge games and other afternoon 
frolics past the hour when your 
husband is que home.

Try to be very kind to these 
motherless girls, and above all, to 
understand them. I do honestly be- 
lieve that your domestic responsi- 
bilities weigh upon you and that 
you are perhaps irritable and fault- 
finding. While life is a wonderful 
gift, and the opportunity for win- 
ning eternal joy a precious privi- 


lege, you must consider that these’ 
girls are the unconsulted fruit of, 


your. marriage and that by parent- 
hood you assumed a sacred obliga- 
tion. You can’t run away from this 
duty, because it is irksome, and 
still feel that you have done a full 
part as a father. 

Youth likes cheerfulness; it in- 
stinctively seeks happiness. If 
there is a lack of understanding 
and sympathy at home, and young 


people find themselves constantly | 


enveloped in a “wet blanket”, they 
are going outside in quest of joy.

We have told you little tots 
something about how to obey, and 
why to tell the truth. Now we 
want to tell you about being “hon- 
est.” By being honest we mean 
that children should not take and 
keep anything that does not belong 
to them. You must pay for what 
you get from a store, uniess it is 
given to you. You must not break 
or hurt any toys or tear any cloth- 
ing of other children. Even at 
your own home you must be care- 
ful about things. 

If Jimmy has a wagon, you can- 
not take it and use it unless 
Jimmy says so. And if Jane has a 
doll, you have no right to take it 
and keep it. If Billy has some 
candy in his desk, it would be 

wrong for you to take it and eat 
it. If you have a sled or a doll 
and some child takes them, how 
would you feel? They want_their 
things and you want yourg. 

It would be wrong fer a little 
boy to go to his father’s store or 
through his pockets and take 
money. It would be wrong to 
break things at home. Always ask 
for what you want, and if you get 
it, all right. If you do not get it, 
well, leave it alone. It is not 
wrong to do these things just be- 
cause you might get scolded or 
Spanked, but because Jesus does 
not want you to do these things. 
That is what makes them bad and 
wrong. Do not be stingy with your 
own pluy things. Let other children 
use them once in a while. Then 
they will let you play with their 
sled and skates and dolls. Give 
back anything vou have ever taken 
or borrowed. 

Ask your motner for what you 
want, and if she thinks it best for 
you, she will always give it to you.

These questions, children, may 
seem new and strange to you. 
These are just a few of the Nime 
Ways in which we might cause 
others to sin. If we are the cause 
then we are also to blame for the 
sin of others. In fact we are also 
guilty before God of the sin. Let 
us tell you how this might happen. 


If you saw something in a store 
that you wanted, and you told a 
child to take it for you, that would 
be a sin for you. If a boy told his 
sister to say at home that he had 
not “skipped” school that day, it 
would be making his sister tell a 
lie for him. If you teach other 
children to say bad words, that is 
very wrong for you. 


It is wrong also to keep some- 
thing that you know has been 
stolen. You might say, “I didn’t 
take it.” That does not matter. 
You know it was stolen, and must 
return it to its owner. You would 
not be punished, for everybody 
loves an honest child. These little 
things often happen amongst chil- 
dren with their books and pencils 
and toys. 


The good child will always try 
to keep playmates from sin and 
trouble. To tell another child, “Oh, 
that is wrong, do not do that,” 
maybe you would be helping the 
child to do good. At least you 
would be trying. Do not be a “tatt- 
ling” child, but if a thing is real 
bad and you know it, then go 
quietly to the mother or teacher 
and tell what you know. Do not 
yell it all over the play-grounds. 


Did you ever notice how even a 
tiny baby will do little tricks when 
you laugh at 1t? Older children 
often do things that are not good, 
when they see others laugh at 
them and say, “Fine, fine! Do it 
again,—-that is fun.” In that way

How do we cause others to sin 
by “Command”? By “Consent”?

Do we also sin by “Conceal- 
ment” of sinful persons? 


You cannot be indifferent to the 
effect you have on the conduct of 


‘others. By leading a person to sin, 


or urging another to do wrong, we 
are doubly guilty and are sinning 
also by “scandal.” If it is a sin to 
destroy another’s property, it must 
be a greater sin, indeed, to destroy 
another’s soul by leading it into 
sin. In fact such a person must 
not only make restitution, but must 
try to help cure the evil done to 
the soul of the other person. 

Children of your age do not, 
perhaps, realize the influence you 
have over your companions. They 
may admire you and think that 
everything you say and do is all 
right. See how careful you must 
be? Even by keeping “silence” 
you may be encouraging wrong. 
It is easier for you to see what a 
wrong you would commit by hiding 
a “erime” or an “evil-doer”’; also, 
to provoke one to a passion of 
anger and cursing. Has it ever 
dawned on you that you are guilty 
of the sins you “cause” others to 
commit, even though you seem to 
stand by innocently? 

A few simple duties of older 
children, might also need explana- 
tion. When a child has been placed 
in your care to watch, you would 
do a wrong to “command” the 
child to do a wrong, or even to 


“consent” to anything wrong by 


the child. These few ways, by 
which we might easily be the 
“eause” of a person sinning, souhd 
a warning to us. Finally, never 
foolishly try to put up a false “de- 
fense’’ for the evil-doers, or their 
evil actions. How absurd that 
woul be in a grown, sensible, well- 
instructed boy or girl! 

Be brave little leaders in good, 
and you will be in the service of 
Jesus.

drawn and furrowed by the agony 
of death on the Cross. As the 
nails pierced through the hands 
and feet, they, too, were mangled 
and contorted, whilst the stretch- 
ing of the arms to make them 
meet the holes prepared in the 


contract and to lose every trace of 
its former symmetry. 
The Real Picture 

And then when all was over, 
what was the spectacle presented 
to those who stood beneath? The 
lface of One Who had expired in 
torments. The hollow of the eyes 
were clotted with Blood, which 
streaked and disfigured the entire 
Body, winding its way down each 
limb and collecting in the ghastly 
wounds which the scourges had 
left, and even marking with its 
erimson hue the eracked and livid 
lips. We have set down all these 
things in their awful detail, to cor- 
rect the morbid and too frequent 
shrinking even of pious persong 
from looking on what is most pain- 
ful and humiliating in the actual 
circumstances of the Passion. 

An unreal and sentimental devo- 
tion will scarcely acknowledge that 
our Lord was in very deed dis- 
figured as any other man would 
have been if subjected to the like 


wood, caused the whole Body to 


He sorrowed, and wept, and grew 
wearied and worn out, as we do, 
and that He suffered physical pain 
like to ours, so also was He in 
reality physically disfigured, as we 
have described, through that pain 
and that suffering. 


Bands of Love 


Where then was the beauty 
which for three and thirty years 
had delighted the hearts of many, 
so that “the whole world went af- 
ter Him” in Whose Person it was 
revealed? A little reflection will 
show that our Lord’s disfigure- 
ment were “bands of love,” tend- 
ing to unite our hearts no less 
closely to His than did the positive 
attractions. 

Yet was He still beautiful in His 
disfigurements, still adorable in His 
shame, Whilst our hearts burn 
with a deeper, stronger, and, in 
truth, more supernatural love, we 
are constrained to prostrate our- 
selves in the dust, acknowledging 
that it is our guilt which has thus 
denuded Him, that it is the burn- 
ing sun of His love for us which 
has thus discolored Him. Into His 
ear, too, let us softly breathe our 
conviction; Thou alone, O Jesus, 
art “beautiful above the sons of 
men” even in Thy disfigurements; 
Thou alone art’ truly venerable 
even in Thy shame and Thy abase- 
ments; Thou alone art great; Thou 
alone most highly exalted! Thou 
alone art the Sovereign Lord and 
supreme love of our hearts. “The 
Lord was pleased to bruise Him 
in infirmity.” In the shame and 
disfigurements of that infirmity 
He must surely possess stronger 
claims, if possible, to our love; and 
He will be more beautiful to our 
love-enlightened eyes even than He 
was when like to the mid-day sun 
in the full meridian of His loveli- 
ness, of His splendor, and of His 
power. 


THE VIRTUE 
OF FRIENDSHIP 


The subtle differences between 
each person of the same identical 
human race are no less mysterious 
than the attraction which makes 
friends between ourselves and an 
other. | 

Many have endeavored to explain 
this attraction in terms of biochem- 
istry, psychology and the commun- 
ity of interests which create sym- 
pathy between one and another. 
The Christian can find a more di- 
rect and satisfying explanation in 
considering and welcoming a friend 
as an image of God. 

Christ came into this world to be 
all things to all men, yet He de- 
liberately went about among a chos- 
en few He called His disciples, and 
among these He made one John the 
especial friend whom we have come 
e refer to-as “The Beloved Disci- 
ple. 

The evangelists chronicle this 
without any animus whatever Be. 
ing human it is reasonable to as- 
sume they might have resented the 
particular predilection of Jesus for 
John. But simple, good and true 
men that they were they cherished 
no envy of the superior relation. 
They considered it at its true value: 
a symbol of the deep understand- 
ing the Master brought to all the 
common relations of life. 

Friendship was always esteemed 
a very high virtue; and magnanimi- 
ty, its auxiliary virtue,-was the 
very foundation of the first Chris- 
tian assemblages. It was what 
governed their Christ-like love and 
condescension towards each other 
and dictated their Sharing all their 
goods in common with the friends 
they had chosen in Christ. Indeed 


it is very doubtful if Christianity 
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prosperity which attended 
section of the Atlantic seaboard 
that time was due to this confidence 
er trust men reposed in each 
other. 


The inhuman cynicism of our 
times, and the intensive but not al- 
ways sound reasoning of modern 
psychology, has operated to make 
many people distrustful of their 
sentiments where friendship is con- 
cerned. Then, too, the American 
temperament as at present consti- 
tuted operates to view the extrava- 
gant expression of friendship as 
something to be frowned upon and 
avoided. 


. While one should import prudence 
and restraint into this as into every 
other human relation, do not avoid 
friendship should it come your way, 
or ignore or wunder-estimate it. 
Many people go through life com- 
plaining of their loneliness, when 
the truth is they violate life by 
measuring friends by the yardstick 
of social or moneyed position. 
Friendship is too fine a thing to be 
measured that way. 

Our lives being as they are, sim- 
ple propinquity often creates deep 
friends of the casuals who become 
our neighbors. And since it is not 
intellectual capacity so much as 
our own mental attitude which 
makes for our happiness and suc- 
cess in life, the encouragement of 
a friend is not to be under-estim- 
ated. If someone proffers you their 
friendship, do not refuse it lightly; 
you may be denying a guardian an- 
gel unawares. 

Any priest knows that the per- 
sonal influence of some friend is 
the greatest leverage he can give 
to some weak pilgrim traveling the 
road of life. In your own case, is 
it not the trust your friends hold 
in you which oftenest keeps you 
true to your own ideal and the 
ideals they have of you? 


Such true friendship enriches 
character, dwarfs passions to in- 
nocuousness and is in its essence 
unselfish and magnifies affections 
beyond such a puny thing as pas- 
sion. It gives us a sovereign 
right to actually change the whole 
course of our friend’s life now and 
in eternity, because we can point 
out to a friend his bounden duty in 
a way and in terms he would re- 
sent from anyone else. 


Friendship should be supreme 
and above the petty irritations we 
ordinarily allow ourselves to feel 
from the slights of others. How 
many of us have lost friends 
through nursing a petty grouch 
against them; and then death has 
removed them from us, with per- 
haps only a deathbed reconciliation 
or only mere remembrance remain- 
ing of the golden opportunities 
which were lost? The Abbé Roux 
truly stated that we have a name 
for the child who has lost its par- 
ent, and a name for the parent 
who has lost its child,—but before 


a name for the one who has lost
